HINTS  FOR  FORCING : Buy  only  the  very  best  at  least  inch 
up  and  order  early.  The  bulbs  for  forcing  are  looked  after  in  the  fall, 
every  one  is  examined  and  stored  away  at  the  right  temperature 
until  shipping  time.  Our  packing  is  of  such  nature  that  we  guarantee 
our  shipments  frost  proof.  YOUNG  HIGHCROWNED  BULBS  are  es- 
sential. Plant  around  the  middle  of  January  and  put  the  Glads  5-6 
inches  apart.  DONT  WATER  THEM  TOO  MUCH,  just  keep  them 
moist,  you  can  give  them  plenty  of  water,  when  the  buds  show.  Keep 
the  bulbs  at  a carnation  temperature. 

(While  we  only  recommend  extra  first  size  for  forcing,  we  have 
seen  our  second  size  LTmmaculee  grown  by  the  Edward’s  Greenhouses, 
Mr.  Sullivan,  Supt.,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  which  produced  spikes  5 feet  tall. 
Surely,  Mr.  Sullivan  is  an  expert  grower,  but  we  believe  that  the  quality 
of  our  bulbs,  had  something  to  do  with  it  too.  Don’t  you?)
